The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1 and 3-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over DE 4401767. 

See Fig. 3 where a flush bowl 7 is combined with a bidet 6. Not readily 
determinable is the location of the liquid inlet hole i.e. whether it is central, however to 
provide the respective inlet and outlet in positions best to serve the user depending on 
the shape and size of the bowl where they are employed would have been obvious to 
the ordinary artisan. 

The construction here meets the claim 3 "separated by a wall. The tank of fig. 3 
meets claim 5. Re: claim 7, see the drier nozzle disclosure of the English translation, 
six lines from the end. Re: claim 4, see line 9 of the translation for "hollow spaces for 
sanitary requisites". Re: claim 6, to provide control means for a bidet in whatever 
location deemed desirable would have been obvious to the ordinary artisan. 

Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the art as 
applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of Reid. 

To provide for a "lid" such as taught at "M" here would have been obvious to the 
ordinary artisan as same is shown by Reid to be known in a bidet. Whether a single lid 
covers both bowls or each bowl has it's own lid would have constituted obvious 
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alternative expedients or a equivalents depending merely on tfie desires of the user with 
each possessing mutually exclusive benefits. 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the substance of 
claims 5-7 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter 
should be entered.
